QUEBEC BRIDGR DISASTRR|MMHS? ss ™s 





Report of the Royal Commission 
Investigating It. 





A despatch from Ottawa says: The 
Feport of thie Royal Commission, ap- 
Printed to investigate the collapse .f 
the Quebec bridge, has been presented 
fo the Minister of Railways. The find- 
ings «f the commission clearly show 
dhat le collapse was due not to any 
defect in material or construction, but 
te basic defect in the design, The gen- 
eral details of construction were work- 
ed out with the greatest care and thor- 
eughness, but in proceeding on the gen- 
eral formulue now adopted as stand- 
ards for bridge construction, the de- 
Figners in the mass of detail seem to 
have lest sight of one creat basic point, 
namely, the making of proper provis- 
don for the maximum strain on the 
reat cemral span across the river. In 
6m undertaking greater than ever be- 
fere attempted in bridge construction 
at appears that the engineers failed to 
recognize that the usual working for- 
mulse as to weight and strain were not 
@pplicable Without considerable modifi- 
cation in the present instance. The de 
ign was a beautiful one, and the de- 
fails of construction were worked cut 
avith the finest care, according to the 
best principles of modern bridge-build- 
ing, but the we ght of the great middle 


span was too great for the supporting 
members, hence the collapse. No flaw 
was found in any of the material sup- 
plied by fhe Phoenix Company. 

That, in brief, is the conclusion at 
which the commission has arrived. For 
the desi the chief engineer of the 
Phoenix Bridge Company was primarily 
responsible, his design being afterwards 
approved by Mr. Cooper, consuding en- 
gineer of the Quebec Bridge Company, 
beng recognized as authorities on this 
continent in the matter of bridge con- 
struction. After both had passed on 
ihe design i was approved by the Gov- 
ernment. In carrying out the design, 
when once approved, the commission, 
it is said, found no carelessness or any 
reason for critiasm. 

That the defects cf the present design 
can be remedied and the bridge finally 
constructed is now the opinion of the 
engineers. 

The commission, of course, makes no 
judicial finding as to the responsibility 
ef the Government or of the Phoenix 
Bndge Company for the collapse be 
yond the statements outlined above. 
Responsibility for the financial loss in- 
volved, etc., will have to be settled 
later,

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LEFT-HANDEDNESS. 
The cause of Jeft-handedness has long 
puzzled thinkers and the curious who 
are not satisfied with accepting things 
as they are, but must know why they 
are. Why should ninety-seven out of 
every hundred use the right hand by 
preference for grasping objects, writ 
ing, and all the more delicate and in- 
tricate of movements, while the remain- 
ing three find the left hand to be the 
“handy” hand and the right hand the 
wrong hand? Why, indeed, should 
there be any preference in the matter, 
anyway?’ Why not use one hand or 
the other indifferently? 

One is able to appreciate the advant 
age cf this arrangement sometimes, 
when one sees those who are ambidext- 
rous, so-called. This name, meaning 
right-handed on both sides, is incor- 
rect, for in most cases they are really 
left-handed on both sides. They are 
awkward and often vexed with what one 
might call manual indecision, hesitat- 
ing as to which hand to use, and then 
not infrequently using the wrong one, 
afier all, or perhaps stretching out both 
logéther. If such a person has an ob- 
ject in each hand, one to be kept, and 
the other to be put down, he will be 
as likely to lay down the one that 
should have been kept and retain the 
other as to make the proper disposition 
cf the objects. 

This is an argument against, forcing 
a naturally left-handed child to use the 
right hand, like other persons. If al- 
lcwed to follow out his natural impulse, 
his left hand will become skilful, and he 
will get along as well as his right- 
handed brother, except that he will be 
bothered more or less through life by | 
the fact that tools and machinery are’ 
made for right-handed people. | 

This is not so much of a handicap. 
as it might seem, for the left-handed 
person can train his right hand to sub-. 
ordinate acts, just as most of us train 
the left hand to carry food to the mouth 
with a fork, and do other things re 
quiring more or less dexterity. 

Recently Doctor Gould, an oculist of 
Philadelphia, has shown that one is 
right-handed because his right eye is 
the better eye, and that the child there- 
fure uses the right hand by preference 
because he sees it beller and can guide 
its movements. If by chance he is born 
with a superior left eye, then just as na- 
turally he uses the left hand.

An officer of the Anti‘sweating League 
had found that a trouser worker lab- 
ored very offen from daybreak until 
she no longer was able lo see the gar- 
ment upon which she was engaged and 
ghe earned five shillings ($1.50) a week, 
When food was lacking she sustained 
herself entirely upon weak tea, which 





she sometimes drank to the extent of 
fourteen cups a day. At night her cov- 
ering was the trousers which were be 
ing finished. With much plying of the 
needie the worker’s hands had become 
misshapen. 

Shirt making is equally as bad in 
some of ils branches, and in Wool- 
wich cheap shirts are made for as lit- 
tle as sixpence (twelve cents) a dozen.

ern India. They have for centuries 





been in the habit of swooping down 
from their fastmesses, situated in a land 
that has been described as “a country 
on end,” and “an upside down coun- 
try,” and robbing and murdering when- 
ever the fancy-tock them. It was they 
who hatched the plot whereby the Brit- 
ish posts in the Khaibar were captured 
in 1897. It was they who formed the 
kernel of the resistence to British arms 
during the campaign in Tirah, and re 
mained to the end unconquered and 
untamed. Since that campaign there 
has been almost no crime which the 
Zakka Khel have not committed. Net- 
ther the persons nor the properties of 
dwellers in the lowlands have been 
safe from these highland caterans. 


The force sent against the Zakka 
Khel consisted of 7,000 men under 
Major-General Sir James Wilcocks. So 
fax as British troops were concerned, 
only three battalions were engaged, 
but these worthily represented Eng- 
land Scotland and Ireland. They were 
the Warwickshires, the Seaforth High- 
landers and the Munster Fusiliers. In 
addition there were detachments from 
various Sikh, Gurkha and Punjab re- 
giments, squadrons of the 37th Lancers, 
mountain batteries and sappers.

Three -Desperadoes Ordered Employes 
to Hold Up Their Hands. 


A despatch from Winnipeg says: 
Saturday night this city was the scene 
cf a sensational attempt at bank rob- 
bery, which recalls the days of Jesse 
James and which indicates that the bad 
gang which has been operating in the 
Dakotas for some time past “have pro- 
bably crossed the border.

A 
silence in the political talk followed 
until Napoleon, who always had a vein 
of superstition fn his reasonings, said: 

“Well, gentlemen, I am thinking of 
that child. That chance meeting seems 
to me like a piece of secret advice, 
warning me for the future to imitate 
the modesty of this flower. Yes, the 
violet shall henceforward be the em- 
blem of my desires.”

From the trouble- 
some magic of the Bar-el-Gazel and its 
sudd grass, from the hot confines of 
the equator, the White Nile fetches its 
milky waters; from the azure moun- 
tains of Abyssinia and through the 
heat of that savage country the Nile 
flows to Sudan. Created in this fash 
ion and seeming to have rushed down 
south rather than it does run north- 
ward, the Egyptian Nile is formed and 
in return touches the city only to take 
its course again to the sea. Khartum 
is built above this concourse of waters, 
but the windy currents have less in- 
terest for her than has the meancholy 
waste whose historic miles make fhe 
Sudan famous for both defeat and v:-c- 


tory. The desert has already fetched 
famine and destruction, and, if not 


quite so practically swarming now, the 
wilderness is nevertheless always sin- 
ister, and it is over this savage coun- 
try that Khartum must keep vigilant 
guard.—Marie Van Vorst in Harper's.

PANSY—If you will try this formula 
I think the freckle trouble will be re- 
moved: Three drams of citric acid 
(lemon), eleven ounces of hot water, 
two drams of borax, one ounce of red 
rose petals, one ounce of glycerine. 

Dissolve the acid and borax in the 
water; infuse the petals for an hour; 
strain through a jelly bag; after twen- 
ty-four hours decant the clear portion 
and add the glycerine. Apply as often a3 
agreeable. 

The following is a shampoo recipe for 
light hair: One ounce of white castile 
soap in shavings, twenty-four ounces 
of water, thirty grains of potassium 
carbonate, 120 grains of borax, two 
ounces of cologne water, two ounces

SWISS PROFESSOR MAKES BOLD 
DASH FOR LIBERTY. 


He Preferred the Risk of Being Killed 
by Guards to a Living 
Tomb. 


An exciting and rematkable story of 
escape from Siberia is related by M, 
Maurice Gehri, the Swiss professor who 
unexpectedly returned to the home <’ 
his parents at Morges, in the canton of 
Vana, Switzerland, a few days ago, 
after a series of thrilling experiences. 

M. Gehri was born at Morges on 

April 11, 1885. and afier a brilliant 
career, he decided io Lecome a schcol- 
master, and accepted a post as- profes- 
sor of French at the Gyrmnase de Gil‘o- 
mir, in the government of Volhynit, 
Russia. He took up his dulles in the 
Spring of 1905, and began to study the 
political problems of Russia with en- 
thusiasm. The sympathy he felt with 
those who weré trying their utmost to 
bring about reforms of the lews and 
to alleviate the conditions under which 
the vast majority of the’ people lived 
soon attracted the attention of the au- 
thorilies to the youmg Swiss master. 
He was in sympathy with the efforts 
of the Reformers; and as the son of & 
free country, in which it is no crime to 
speak openly, he did not hesitate to 
express his opinons, His clearly-de- 
lfined views aroused the suspiciors of 
ihe police. He was closely watched, 
and on Aug. 28, 1906 fold style), he was 
arrested as a Revolutionist. 


SENT OFF TO SIBERIA. 


Political offanders in Russia have Lit- 
tle chance of vubtaining a hearing — 
muuch less in obtaining justice—and on 
April 4, 1907, afler a trial which was 
i mere mockery, he was sentenced 
lo transportation for life. On Aug. 3 
the set out for Siberia with a band ol 
other prisoners. The prisoners were 
carried by train as far as Krasnoyarsk, 
in the basin of the Yenisee, where they 
detrauined in order to complete the jour- 
ney by road on foot. Day after day 
they tramped on, weary and foolsure, 
tut as they advanced further and fur- 
ther from civilization, the guards, sul- 
len and relentless as they were, became 
less careful in their supervision and less 
strict. Doubtiess they thought that es- 
cape was inpossible—and indeed the 
majority of the prisoners, despondent 
and im despair, had no heart to make 
&4n attempt. - 

But while most of the others were re- 
signed to their fate, M. Gehri was keen- 
ly alive to everything that was taking 
place. He saw that the laxity of the 
|'guards made an attempt to escape pos- 
| sible, and he resolved to watch for and 
lo seize the tirst favorable opportunity. 
Success meant life and liberty, instead 


of a living tomb; failure would not 
make his position much worse. And 
if he happened to be killed while mak- 
ing the attempt—well, his troubles 


would be over. 

The opportunity came on Sept. 17, 
when they were about hallway be 
{tween Krasnoyarsk and their destina-

Invenian to Increase the Speed of Op- 
erating. 


The Englis) postoffice officials have 
installed ut the Central Telegrayh of- 


































fice in London a series of telegraph 
instruments which enable ‘e'-syraph 
messages to be sent at a Vass In- 


creased rate of speed. Instead of only 
words a minute being taoo.1 eit 
by a tirstclass telegraph operiter, the 
postal autherities in London ave now 
enabled to send out 120 words u :nin- 
ute, and what is equally es important 
an advantage is the fact that the new 
system makes a complete and etn'ly- 
read typewrillen copy of every messuge 
sent out of this huge office every 24 
hours. 

The tremendous increase in the speed 
sacrifices nothing to accuracy or clear- 
ness in sending. The new method em- 
ployed works as follows:—-Messages for 
cutgoing sending are typewriven on 
specially constructed machines, which 
also operate a queer-looking mechine 
that punches holes in 4 long paper 
tupe, a good deal resembling the tare 
thal comes into every stock broker's 
office with the transactions typewritten 
on them of the day’s stock sules. This 
machine makes these perforations with 
five puncturing rods. Now dozens of 
messages are punched into these strips, 
and then the white paper uncoils into 
a second machine, which is driven by
